Potato Growers Warned 

To Watch for Blight 

Lake County potato growers were 
cautioned this week by Farm Adviser 
Ray T. Nicholas, to watch for the 
presence of the late-blight disease. 
During normal season damage from 
late blight is slight and generally is 
limited .to northern counties, al- 
though it has been found in south- 
central areas. 

Cool, wet weather is ideal for the 
development of the fungus disease, 
which was responsible for the Irish 
Potato famine in 1845. M. B. Linn, 
.Assistant professor of plant path- 
ology, University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture, has said that pro- 
longed rainfall and temperature be- 
low 70 degrees, may mean a great loss 
in total potato production unless com- 
mercial growers and home gardeners 
prepare to apply protective sprays 
of dusts. 

Mr, Nicholas said that the disease 
can be recognized by the irregular, 
hrownish-black water-soaked spots on 
the leaves. Infected leaves become 
limp and rotted. During w>;t weather 
a grayish, mildewy growth appears 
on the affected area on the under- 
side of the leaf. Leaf and flower stalk 
as well as the stem of the plant may 
show purplish-brown decayed streaks. 

An 8-8-100 Bordcau mixture is rec- 
ommended for use by commercial 
growers to control late blight. Ento- 
mologists of the Illinois Slate Natural 
History Survey recommend that four 
pounds of calcium arsenate be added 
to each 100 gallons of spray if it is 
necessary to control Colorado potato 
beetles and flea beetles. Two pounds 
of 50 percent wettable DDT powder 
added to the Bordeaux mixture may 
be used in place of the calcium ar- 
senate spray. 

Almost equally good are copper- 
lime dust and fixed-copper sprays 
and dusts. A 2 or 3 percent DDT mix- 
ture added to the copper-lime would 
be satisfactory for controlling most 
potato insects. 

Small packages of spray and dust 
materials are available to the home 
gardncr at seed and farm-supply 
stores. Directions on the package 
should be followed closely in using 
these materials. 

Control measures for late blight 
and other potato disease may be 
found in Circular 583 "Potato Grow- 
ing in Illinois," av^rilablc at the office 
of the county farm adviser.

Cost Hikes in 
May and June 
Equal All 1943 



Bread prices were increased one 
cent a loaf today as government of- 
ficials estimated that the cost of liv- 
ing will go up as much in May and 
Juno as it did in the whole year of 
1943. 

The penny increase in bread prices 
Includes all types except rj'c. Prices 
also were boosted one cent a dozen 
on bread-type rolls. 

OPA said the price increases were 
designed to assure consumers of an 
adequate supply. The action was au- 
thorized, it said, following an investi- 
gation of cost data covering the en- 
tire baking industry. 

Government officials said that in- 
complete figures compiled by the 
bureau of labor statistics indicate 
that the cost of living will increase 
two per cent during .May and June. 
The increase compares with a two 
per cent boost registered by the bur- 
eau during 1943. 

Picture "Alarming" 

One official described the whole 
price picture as "alarming." 

"It's time we stopped talking 
about inflation as if it were just 
around the corner," he said. "To all 
intents and puqioses, inflation is 
here." 

He explained that price increases 
on milk, butter and cheese have 
boosted living costs 8-10 of 1 per 
cent. The bread price increase, he 
csjtmatcd, will boost it another Vt of 
1 per cent. This will mean, ho said, 
that the cost of living will be close to 
33 per cent higher than in 1939. 
Clothing on Rise 

BLS officials said that rent costs in 
March wont up "slightly" for the first 
time since December, 1944. They ad- 
ded that men's clothing prices, with 
the exception of shorts, have been 
climbing steadily since the first of 
the year. 

They estimated that wool suits now

Bankers Propose 
a Five Day Week 



A proposal to place banks in Illi- 
nois on a year-round five-tlay work 
week was approved by the legislative 
committee of the Illinois Bankers .As- 
sociation meeting at the Palmer 
House yesterday. 

The committee's resolution will bo 
transmitted to the association's gov- 
erning council for concurrence on 
Friday and if approved will be sent 
to the General Assembly of the State 
of Illinois for enactment into the 
slate's laws. If passed in present 
form the law would be binding upon 
all banks operating within the state, 
regardless of whether they are state 
or federally chartered. 

Saturday Would Itc Holiday 

Year-round Saturday closing would 
be accomplished by re-classifying Sat- 
urday as a holiday. Under the law 
the banks are required to bo open on 
"business days' 'and to close on "h<^i- 
days." 

To prevent too long a close-down 
of the banking institiutions when cer- 
tain legal holidays occur, the associa- 
tion has proposed certain amend- 
ments to the present law which 
would enable legal observance of 
some holidays on a Sunday. 
Some Three-Day Closings 

Three-day closing would be permit- 
ted for the observance of New Year's 
Day, Memorial Day, the • Fourth of 
July, Labor Day and Christmas, 

Other holidays such as Lincoln's or 
Washington's birthdays, would be ob- 
served on the day they fell provided 
it was a Tuesday, Wednesday or a 
Thursday. But If such holidays fell 
on a Friday or a Monday their legal 
obscr\'ance would be transferred to 
Sunday, *

The apple price increase will 
amount to about one cent a pound at 
retail. Now prices per standard box 
or bushel loaded on car or truck at 
shipping points will be S3.00 from 
June 12 to August 31, and S3.08 for 
the last of the season — September 1 
to October 31. 

Other price increases authorized 
were $10 a ton on nails; 4.4 per cent 
on alloy steel products; 11.25 per 
cent on 18x14 mesh screen wire cloth 
and 20 cents per 100 pounds on bale 
tic wire. The increases are not ex- 
pected to affect finished goods, the 
OPA said.

Ve- 
terans still in service may also file.

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A Ceiling on Red Tape 

Regardless of whether the Emergency Price Con- 
trol Act is renewed or abandoned, something must be 
done to put a ceiling on the red tape issuing from OPA. 
The variety trade, which accounts for a tremendous vol- 
ume of retail sales in the United States, must abide by 
thousands of confusing orders. Following is a summation 
of them as of March 1, 194G. 

First of all, there is the General Maximum Price 
Regulation to which there have been 66 amendments. 
There are 15 supplomentarj' regulations under tlie 
GMPR and 390 amendments thereto affecting goods and 
services sold through the variety trade. There is a 
JIaximum Import Regulation and 9 amendments all of 
which arc potentially of interest to the variety trade. 
There are 268 numbered price regulations with 2.506 
amendments covering goods and sen'iccs sold through 
the variety trade. There arc 4 food product regulations 
that affect the thousands of variety stores that have 
soda fountains, luncheonettes and food departments, 
and these 4 food regulations now include 25 supple- 
ments with 97 amendments. There arc 3 procedural 
regulations with 12 amendments which variety stores 
as well as other retailers and business concerns must 
observe. There are 39 supplemcntar>- orders with 131 
amendments that directly cover goods and ser^'ices 
sold through the variety trade. There are 3 general 
orders with 6 amendments. The total of these regula- 
tions, orders, amendments and interpretations is 3.576.. 

But in addition to these there have also been 
11,843 individual orders of which half or more prob- 
ably two-thirds, affect either the purchase costs or the 
selling prices, or both, of goods handled in varitty 
stores. 

Finally, the OPA has issued and is issuing a large 
number of individual orders that are not even printed 
in the Federal Register, known as letter orders. These 
orders authorize prices in individual cases of manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and retailers. There have been 



hundreds, perhaps Uiousands, of them. The variety trade 
is concerned with every one of those letter orders that 
fi.xes a price for one of its members, Its sources of 
supply or its competitors. 

The variety trade whlcli was affected by a mere 
800 regulations, orders, amendments and inlerprclattons 
back in April. 1044, was, on MarcJi 1, 1946, affected by 
3,576 general regulations, orders, amendments and In- 
terpretations. If one may include the individual orders 
listed in the Federal Register, not to mention the letter 
orders issued to indvldual concerns that are not even 
printed in the Federal Jlcglster, the present number 
of regulations, orders, amendments and official inter- 
pretations that do concern the variety trade Is in ex- 
cess of 8,000, ten times the number reported in 1944.

A Blazing Nation 

Fires In the United Stales are now taking a toU| 
of 10.000 lives yearly in the most horrible kind of death 
— burning. 

The nation will suffer the largest fire loss In 
hlslorj' In 1946, says Frank A. Christonscn, President of 
the National Board of Fire Undonvriters, unless united 
effort is made nationally to check excessive burning 
which is due largely to carelessness. 

"The appalling rate of increase in our national fire 
losses calls for the attention of everyone Interested in 
the general social and economic welfare of our country. 
If the present rate goes on through 1946. the toll of our 
real wealth, much of it productive wealth which our 
people can ill afford to lose today, will surely pass 
5600,000,000. That vnW make 1946 the worst year of 
reckless burning our nation has ever known. 

"Equally shocking and appalling is loss of life. .A 
few months ago newspapers and radio news periods 
had extensive reports of a 'Blazing Sunday,' on which 
26 lives were lost in a few spectacular fires. That seem- 
ed unusual but it was not. An average of 27 lives arc 
lost in fires cvcr>' day." 

Too many people still feel that fire prevention is 
something that the other fellow should practice. The 
fire loss will never be controlled until every individual 
becomes conscious that fire is dangerous and helps cii- 
minalo fire hazards. 

.Mr, Chrislensen. in asking public cooperation in 
fire prevention, is merely asking for the people to help 
save their own lives and their own property. Fire in- 
surance can replace some property but not lives. It can 
never cover many of the effects of fire such as lost jobs, 
irreplaceable articles, the tragedy of being without a 
home, not to mention articles of sentimental value.
